YOUR PUBLIC LIBRARY 


References to the annual meeting of the Warren 


Library Association in ne\\ s columns yesterday ,and 
today recall to mind one poition of the librarian's 
report that UP behe\e comes under the heading of 
"very vital statistics'' and v,e gi\e you her exact 
words- 
"One of the rather certain possibilities for 


the Library is that the building is going to suffer 
damage that will be both EXTENSIVE and EXPEN- 
SIVE if repair •uoik is not started soon." 


Nine out of ten people in Warren take their library 


entirely for granted, contributing nothing to its up- 
keep or development—and yet its circulation fig- 
ures show 47.48$r of the population in the registered 
borrowers''list and 16 26 volumes the average loan to 
each resident. Surely there are many persons in the 
community who will rally 'round with material aid 
for the institution if they but realize the situation ' 
•which faces the board and the necessity for action.- 


Continuing -with "possibilities," Mrs. Lopez had 


this to say: 
"In the first place, the founders of this 


library anticipated expansion. There is a staircase 
to a mezzanine level, with outlets for stack lights. 
A wire and glass covering could be put over the 
first floor stacks to form this mezzanine level. The 
mezzanine would not extend beyond the stack, but 
would end in a grill work in line with first floor 
stacks. This level could be used for storing of back 
issues of magazines and special seasonal collections—- 
such as the Christmas and holiday material— now 
kept in the basement. 


"The main floor of the basement could be divid- 


ed by a glass brick wall, with half of it for the use 
of a county library, the other half to be the children's 
room. The county library section could be arranged 
in such a way that the room could continue to be 
used for meetings. 
The present children's room 


would be used for a much needed and very important 
young people's department. Also, fluorescent light- 
ing should be installed in all the stacks and in the 
Wetmore gallery. - 


"All this is in line with the thought that books 


and other sources of information have increased in 
volume and use since the beginning of communica- 
tion and there is no reason to believe they will not 
continue to increase."

But for ifiany of the delegates— 


those holding city or state offices 
or looking for them this year— 
there was a practical problem:

Orchardgrass is just,now .coming 


N> occupy the place among leadini 
Forage grasses that it truly de 
serves It Is only in recent years 
that its potentialities have come to 
&• recognized especially as a pas- 
ture crop. Its utilization in the 
United States has trebled in the last 
15 years. Seed production during 
that period has increased from 3, 
million to over 10 million pounds a 
fear. 


The demand for taller and more 


rapidly growing grasses in grass- 
and agriculture has brought out 
.he importance of orchardgrass. 
Its -toughness, leafiness and ability 
:o_ stand relatively poor soil and 
iliinatie conditions in the humic 
emperature regions of the United 
states are widely known. It re- 
sponds favorably to nitrogen fer- 
ilization in both forage and seed 
>roduction. 


When properly managed, oruhard- 
rrass has many fine qualities, but 
tnless good practices are followed 
hese fine qualities are lost. Dur- 
ng/the past 10 years, much of the 
ormer doubt about it has been 
ivercome and its merits have been 
ecognized. 
Orchardgrass is a long-lived per- 
•nnial. Its typical bunch-type of 
;rowth produces no stolons, hence 
t never forms a complete sod as 
[oes bromegrass. It produces an 
bundance of roots. Its tendency 
9 form coarse bunches is one ob- 
ection which should be of no conse- 
uence because this factor can be 
•ssened by careful grazing man- 
gement and by sowing it with a 
•gume such as red clover, Ladino 
lover, alfalfa or lesp'edeza. 
Good results have been obtained 
rith an orchardgrass-Korean les- 
eder.a combinaton in those regions 
-here this kind of lespedeza is 
dapted. Both the grass and the 
iguma thrive on soils of medium 
utility, though both of them re- 
»ond to fertilizer. 
Both plants 


irive during the summer months 
nd thus extend the pasture season 
» land that would not maintain a 
rowth of clover or alfalfa. 
Orchardgrass is better adapted 
id mttre productive in the south-

Spring 
sowing of orchardgrass, in fact, is 
generally better than fall sowing, 
while in the establishment of brome- 
grass and timothy, fall sowing i» 
almost necessary for best results. 


Livestock 
graze 
orchardgrass 
readily in the early spring, and 
also later in the season if it in 
grazed sufficiently to keep it from 
Becoming coarse and unpalatable. 
It is one of tfhe most palatable 
grasses in pasture tests with sheep. 
One ,of its greatest merits is its 
ability to produce good growth dur- 
ng summer heat. It competes with 
smooth bromecas a grass in alfalfa 
mixtures.

An Important figure in summer 


fun is the picnic basket. "When days 
are warm, the filling of a picnic 
basket sh<xild be made easy. Chick- 
en, turkey and eggs are made-to- 
order fare whatever the meal and 
wherever the lite. During these pic- 
nic months, these foods will be in 
'abundant supply at attractive 
prices. If you wish to plan a picnic 
at a moment's notice, perhaps you 
can buy the chicken, turkey or eggs 
and other staples en route to your 
site—then prepare them when you 
arrive there. For wonderful picnic 
eating, you will want to choose the 
plump and meaty all-purpose 
chicken from Itt to 4 pounds ready- 
to-cook weight. Choose turkeys 
which weigh about 4 pounds ready- 
tc~eook weight for picnics. 


Chicken or turkey can, of course, 
be prepared in advance. Fry them 
by your favorite method until gold- 
en-brown and tender. Then refrig- 
erate to thoroughly chill the meat. 
When you are ready to pack the 
picnic basket, wrap the well-chilled 
pieces In aluminum foil or waxed 
paper. Individual packages will be 
easy to handle at the picnic place. 
If a refrigerated box is not avail- 
: able wrap these packages in sev- 
eral thicknesses of paper to keep 
them cold for several hours. If you 
prefer your chicken and turkey hot, 
place foil-wrapped packages on a 
grate over an open fire or camp 
stove. Heat for about 30 minutes, 
turning occasionally. 


Use Several Chefs 


Chicken or turkey broiled or bar- 
becued out-of-doors gives each 
member of the family a turn at be- 
ing chef. Transport your uncooked 
poultry to the picnic site frozen or 
packed in ice. With bread and but- 
ter, pickles, fresh vegetables, a 
beverage, fruit and perhaps cook- 
ies or cake you will have a memor- 
able meal with a minimum of ef- 
fort. 


For barbecuing, choose the light 
er weights of chicken or turkey. 
. Remember to pack the ready-to- 
cook birds frozen or in ice. Dip 
the chicken in your favorite bar- 
becue sauce, then place above 
glowing coals either on a grill, spit 
or wire mesh. If the sauce is thick, 
dilute it with water to insure slow 
cooking and browning. Turn pieces 
frequently, brushing with sauce 
each time to give as much barbe- 
cue flavor as possible. Cook untfl 
the skin and meat begin to split. 
Thirty-five to 60 minutes should be 
allowed for barbecuing, depending 
upon the size and thickness of the 
pieces and the equipment used. 


Wrap In Paper 


Don't forget the advantages of a 
savory casserole taken out of the 
oven piping hot. Wrapped in sev- 
eral thicknesses of heavy paper it 
will still be at a good serving tem- 
perature several hours later. Your 
family favorites—chicken or turkey 
with rice or noodles, or scalloped 
or smothered chicken or turkey— 
are good choices. 


When planning your picnic re- 
member versatile eggs. You may 
have them hard-cooked, deviled, 
pickled or as egg salad for sand- 
wiches. Chill the egg salad ailing 
thoroughly in a covered jar and 
wrap the jar in several thicknesses 
of paper to keep it cold. If you have 
tomatoes, lettuce, and other rel- 
ishes everyone will thrill to make 
his own "Dagwoods." 
Eggs cooked out-of-doors make, 
a delicious meal regardless of the 
time of day. Fry or scramble them 
with bacon or sausage. With jelly 
or preserves, favorite breads, fruit 
-and a beverage you have a wonder- 
fully satisfying meal.
